BOISE — A disgruntled Environmental 
• Protection Agency employee probably is to 
blame for the most serious public relations 
debacle ever faced by Idaho’s potato industry, 
Qoy . Cecil Andrus says. 

There's been a shadow, I think, wrongly 
cast ... over probably the prime crop in Ida* 
ho," Andrus said Wednesday at a news con- 
ference. . 

'The Idaho potato has never had its quali- 
ty questioned or impugned before," he said. 
"It's irritating, to say the least, that a leaked

internal memorandum has cast a shadow 
over an industry that has been so pure." 

The governor called the news conference to 
address the uproar over a preliminary EPA 
report leaked to The New York Times that in- 
dicated the insecticide aldicorb poses a 

health threat to infanta and children 

The chemical, with the trade name Thmik, 
is widely used on Idaho's $457 million potato 
crop and about 40 percent of the nation's 


potato .crop.. Idaho growers produ^ 10_bil- 
lion pounds of potatoc.s last year, about one- ' 
quarter of the total U.S. harv est. 

But Andrus and Dick Rush, director of the 
Idaho Department of Agriculture, cited U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration figures show- 
ing that none of the 247 potato samples test- 
ed over the past three years had aldicarb 
residue levels even approaching EPA limits. 

The federal agency's stundara is 1 port per 
million, but (he FDA studies showed residue 
levels 1 00 times below that level. Rush said. 

The governor said EPA ofTicinls have ad- 
mitted the report cited in The New York 


Times story on Tuesday was incomplete and 
based on a ncwcompuior-gcncrotco method-* 
ology focusing on worst-case scenarios. 

"They arc red-faced. They arc npologiring," 
Andrus said. 

John Moore, the EPA's acting deputy ad- 
ministrator. issued a statement Wednesday 
saying he saw "no basis for any undue con- 
cern, at this time, about eating bananas or 
potatoes." 

He said. the agency's concerns about health., 
risks from aldicorb residue will bo presented 
to the EPA Scientific Advisory Panel on May 
9. and to other independent scientists for 


comment on whether the risk-assessment 
methodology is appropriate, 

"If the staffs analysis is correct, howevor, 
it docs not suggest any life-throatening 
health risks or oven any widespread health 
problems," Moore said. 

The EPA has no information showing any- 
one has ever become sick from eating pota- 
toes of bananas treated with aldicarb, but ho 
said the new research raises the "theoretical 
possibility "..that somo.childrcn could briefly 
experience flu-likc symptoms.

But the Lodge, as mental health 
officials call it, provides more than 
iust shelter for the handicapped 
homeless who would otherwise sleep 
in the streets, 

“Our goal is to give them self-es- 
teem, and to eventually help them 
get a job and get them out on their 
own,’ said Jeanne Wil.son, who man- 
ages the home on a part-time basis, 

Federal, state and local housing of- 
ficials gathered in TVin Falls 
Wednesday to ofTiciully pre.senl a 
S65.395 check to the Community Or- 
ganization for Rehabilitative Efforts 
Inc, ICORE), which oversees the 
Lodge. 

The money paid for the program’s 
new brick homo - which Wilson says 
is "30,000 limes nicer* than the pro- 
gram’.s old home - and will go for 
some remodeling and redecorating 


projecis. 

“We’ve never had a homey feeling 
before.’ she said. 

She said the former location, a 
building rather than a hou.se, had 
stained walks and smelly carpet. 

In the new home, wood paneling 
provides a cozy background to a fami- 
ly-sized table with a lace tablecloth. 
The Lodge's five residents take turns 
cooking the dinner meal and always 
sit around the table to eat together.

House passes 'open enrollment^fl

BOISE — Sponsors of "open enroll- 
ment’ legislation say they hope it 
will improve the quality of education 
in Idaho by allowing parents more 
choice in the schools their children 
will attend, 

TTie Hcrasc voted 63-1 8 Wednesday 
for a bill ollowing parents to send 
their children to schools in other dis- 
tricts. if they so choose. It now goes 
to the Senate. 

''Competition is a valid reason in 
ilself,' said sponsor Rep. Hcrm Sie- 
ger, R-Boise. a retired elementary 
school principal. "It would force 

schools to improve when parents vote 
with their feet," 

The measure allows parents to 
send their children to other districts, 

' but the receiving district. caa.dedde. 
I against accepting them for reasons

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such os overcrowding. 

Rep. James Stoicheff. D-Sandpoint. 
said the measure allows little that is 
not allowed now, ond probably would 
be used only by parents on school dis- 
trict borders. He mentioned families 
living near Capitol High School in 
Boise but in the Meridian School Dis- 
trict. 

Steger said the measure would 
mean more parental involvement 
with the schools, vvhich is always a 
desirable goal. 'It will make parents 
aware of the policies end praciicee of 


the school and will cause the schools 
to provide more information to par- 
ents,' he said. 

Rep. Ken Robison, D-Boisc, noted 
that the mea.sure could allow taxpay- 
ers in .some districts to subsidize the 
students of another district, since lo- 
cal school funding would not travel 
with the students.. 

Education Committee Chairman 
Rep. Janet Hay. R-N'ampa. said the 
measure should lead to increased 
suppriri of public school programs, 
which in turn will increase educa- 
tional excellence. 

She called it a sun. and if the pro- 
gram works, "we could come back 
and open parcnul choice even more." 

Some legislators mentioned allow- 
ing parents, to decide which school 
within a district they would like their 
children to attend. The bill approved 
Wednesday refers only to transfers 
between districts.

During tho Lost Supper, commemorated to- 
day by most of the world's Christians, Christ 
broke bread and blessed wine with his closest 
di.sciples hours before he was turned over by 
Judos to Roman soldiers and crucified. 

Beijing on Bible verses, ancient Jewish 
writings-and -Roman his to ric a l works, Flem-- 
ing and his assodates have concluded that 
the Lost Supper probably was served at a low, 
U-shaped table that the Romans called a "tri- 
clinium."

EPA declares pesticide 
cafties no risks to life

WASHINGTON - The Environ- 
mental Protection Agency Wednes- 
day said that a pesticide used on 
potatoes does not pose “lifc-thrcaten- 
ing health risks* according to on on- 
going study. 

' AccordihgTo a New York Times re- 
port Tuesday, an EPA preliminary 
study found that Aldicarb, an ins«ti* 
cide used on some potato and banana 
crops, posed real health risks to in- 
fants and children. Tho study recom- 
mended barring the pesticide, ac- 
cording to the Times report. 

In a statement released Wednes- 


day, John Moore, EPA acting deputy 
administrator, said tho agency hud 
concerns about the "acute toxicity* of 
the pesticide, which it found can 
cause flu-Hke symptoms, rincluding 
nausea, headaches and blurred vi- 
sion in children, 

But Moore said tho pesticide hod 
-bcca-founcLXo-cause ?ancer and other 
serious illnesses. 

Moore said the new study, which' 
nttempUi to incorporate findings on 
the amount -of chemical residue in 
the field, wa.s a residue survey done 
by rfiariufocturers, is not conclusive 
and must be subject to review. 

Study findings will be reviewed by 
the ERA Scientific Advisory Panel in 
May.

The Machinists struck the airline 
on March 4 after 17 months of wran- 
gling with management over a con- 
tract. The pilots’ support for the 
walkout virtually grounded Eastern 
and forced it to file for protection 
from its creditors on March 9 under 
Chapter 11 of the Federal Bankrupt- 
cy Act. 

The Eastern pilots are owed more 
than $500 million in back pay iind 
other claims, said Ron Cole, u 
spokesman in Miami for the Air Line 
Fhlots Association. 

The creditors' committee ha.s the 
right to review any reorganization 
plan proposed by Eastern and can 
propose iLs own plan to the bankrupt- 
cy judge.

Security Council, asked her to make changes in 
some documents brought out from the NSC'a top 
secret 'System Four" files.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The FBI 
may withhold from public disclosure 
its "rap’shects" on some 24 million 
Americans, the Supreme (!!ourt ruled 
Wednesday. 

The court, in a broadly worded 
opinion, said a federal law aimed at 
curtailing government secrecy does 
not require the FBI or any other 
agency to release information about 
private citizens. 

The 9-0 decision scuttled a 
Freedom of Information Act lawsuit 
by a CBS News reporter and the 
Reporters Committee for Freedom 


of the Press aimed at obtaining such 
documents. 

The 1966 law allow.s government' 
agencies to withhold documents 
when disclosure "could reasonably 
be expected to constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy." 

Writing for the court. Justice John 
Paul Stevens said a government 
agency supplying someone with 
information about private citizens 
virtually always is an unwarranted 
invasion of privacy. 

'The FOlA's central purpose is to 


ensure that the government's 
activities be opened to the sharp eye 
of public scrutiny, not that 
information about private citizens 
that happens to be in the warehouse 
of the government be so disclosed," 
Stevens said. 

The FBI maintain.^ millions of 
identification records, called rup 
sheets, detailing arrest and 
conviction information supplied by 
federal, state and local law 
enforcement agencies, 

CBS correspondent Robert 
Schakne in 1978 sought all FBI 


records of the arrests, indictments 
and court dispositions of any charges 
against four brothers, two of whom 
later wore identified by authorities 
as associates^ of reputed 
Pennsylvania crime boss Russell 
Bufolino. 

Filed under the FOIA, the request- 
in dispute sought such information 
about Charles Medico, one of the 
four brothers.

CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. (AP) - Space shuttle 
Atlantis wos moved to the launch pad Wednesday for 
liftofT next month on a mission to send a radar probe to 
map the surface of cloud-shroudcd Venus. 

The spaceship is scheduled for launch April 28 with a 
crew of five astronauts whose main task will be to start 
the 7,600-pound Magellan spacecraft on its 15-month 
journey to the mysterious plonct. 

No American spacecraft has been launched toward 
the planets since 1976, and Magellan will be the first 
planet-bound craft to be released from a space shuttle. 

Magellan's assignment is to orbit Venus and map the 



surface with a powerful radar that will send back 
images of features as small as 150 yards across. The 
U.S. Pioneer probe, sent to Venus in 1976, could not 
distinguish features anysmallGrihanOOmilcsacross. 

The April launch will be the fourth shuttle flight since 
last September, when the program resumed after a 32- 
month standdown because of the Challenger explosion.

PLO: Ease 


tensions 

TUNIS,- Tunisin (AP) — U.S. diplo- 
mats told the PLO in a 4'^2-hour 
meeting Wednesday to take "practi- 
cal steps" to ease' tension in the Is- 
raeli-occupied territoriteB, the head 
of the U.S. delegation said. 

In the first formal talks since 
President Bush took ofilce, the two 
sides got down to weighty subjects in 
detail, according to the leaders of 
the U.S. and Palestine Liberation 
Organization delegations. 

U.S. Ambassador Robert H. Pel- 
letreau, who headed the three-man' 
American team, said after the iheet- 
■ ing that there was a "now dynamic" 
in the Middle East "of which this dia- 
logue is a part," 

Pellctrcau said U.S, concerns 
_ about terrorism were discussed as 
well as "practical steps that can be 
taken in the occupied territories to 
reduce tensions." 

He did not detail those steps, nor 
did the leader of the three-man PLO 
aide, Yasser Abed-Rabbo, indicate 
what the.U-S.-side.ha? asked of the._ 
Palestinians. 

Abed-Rabbo said progress was 
made, but he emphasized that the 
PLO believes the only road to peace 
is an international conference in- 
volving the five permanent mem- 
bers of the U.N. Security Council 
and all parties to the conflict, includ- 
ing the PLO. 

The talks in suburban Carthage 
followed a 90-minule get-oequainted 
session Dec. 16, the first announced 
formal meeting between the two 
sides in 13 years.

Minidoka tritium | Few spud growers use aldicarb 


tests inconclusive

RUPERT - Tests for possible 
tritium contamination of .a 
Minidoka County well arc incon- 
clusive, a Wyoming.lnboratory re- 
ports, and the government plans 
further tests. 

Concern over the high cancer 
rate in an area near Rupert, 
known locally as "Cancer Ridge," 
prompted local farmer Harold 
Mohlman to have water sources 
tested. 

• Tests at Core ' Laboratories in 
Casper, Wyo., showed an "in- 
'signiHeant” amount of tritium, 
said David Dimorcst, director of 
radiation nuclear service at the 
lab. 

"I'm not saying it's not there," 
he said. But' the test results don't 
prove the water has tritium in it. 

The tests found 457 picoCurics 
per liter, with a range of "analyti- 
cal uncertainty" of plus or minus 
'~282 — pieoGurics-'per— literr-That- 
mcans there may have been no 
tritium in the samples at all, he 
said. 

The test results were essential- 
ly at the lab's threshold of 'detec- 
tion; the laboratory’s ability to 
measure small quantities of tri- 
tium is limited by its equipment. 
The lab can measure somewhere 
near 400 picoCuries per liter with 
an accuracy of plus or minus 200 
to 300 picoCuries per liter, Dimor- 
est said. 

A picoCurie, one trillionth of a 
Curie, is 0 measure of radioactivi- 
ty. Any measurement below 
1,000 picoCuries per liter is unreli- 
able, Dimorest said. 

Though the tritium level- found 
in two water samples is negligi- 
ble, the U.S. Geological Survey 
plans further tests of the waters 
for natural and man-made radia- 
tion, trace metals, organic sol- 
vents and agricultural chemicals. 

Two sets of tests, in response to 
I public concerns, will bo done: one 
I in the spring and one in the fall. 


said Larry Mann of the USGS of- 

fice at INEL. 

Tritium is a radioactive isotope 
of hydrogen that occurs naturally 
in minute quantities. It is pro- 
duced by cosmic radiation in the 
atmosphere and by atmospheric 
testihg of nuclear weapons. It also 
is produced in nuclear reactors 
for use in hydrogen bombs. 

Tritium in surface water before 
atmospheric testing of atom 
bomba began was about. 20 pic- 
oCurics per liter. During the peak 
of testing in the 1960s, the level 
rose to a peak of about 3,000 pic- 
oCurics per liter. By the begin- 
ning of the 1970s it was back down 
to 800 to 900 picoCuries per liter. 
Average surface water tritium in 
the United States ranges from 500 
to 1,000 picoCurics per liter. Moan 
said. 

For years, operators at INEL 
have disposed of waste water con- 
taminated with tritium, formerly 
through injection wells and now 
-with-j»rcolalion-pond8,-A'-plume- 
of tritium has moved to the site's 
southern boundary with a tritium 
concentration of 500 picoCurics 
per liter. But officiBls say the 
plume is receding. 

Mann maintains it is "physical- 
ly impossible to move tritium 
froip the site to the Magic Valley" 
at drinking water standards. Dilu- 
tion from the large flow of water 
in the Snake River Plain Aquifer 
reduces the tritium and other con- 
taminants from INEL to insignifi- 
cant levels, Mann said. 

Critics, however, maintain 
INEL may be the source of the 
tritium despite government assur- 
ances, and fear it may be the 
source of Cancer Ridge's deadly 
reputation. 

In its elerh'fehlal form, tritium 
passes through a human body in a 
few days. But in chemical combi- 
nations it can stay nearly a year. 

The U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency drinking water 
standard for tritium is 20,000 pic- 
bCuries per liter.

! The chemical, which is sold under 
the trade name Temik by manufac- 
turer Rhonc-Pouicne S.A. of Prance, 
is used primarily in America to kill 
pcstp on potatoes. 

But according to John Ojale, a 
potato specialist for the University of 
Idaho’s extension service in Idaho 
Falls, "It's really a small percentage 
of (Idaho) growers that use it- prob- 
ably Icssi^n 10 percent. The reason 
is it’s expensive stuff." 

— Tcmilr costs $60 -ormore- per acrej— 
while alternative chemicals are 
much cheaper, he said. 

In spite of low use here, Ojala said 
misinformation is giving'Tcmik an 
undeserved bad name and hurting 
the entire potato industry.

Lavimiakers^^^ 
on centennial coin

WASHINGTON - Northwest law- 
makers have forged a compromise 
on-what kind of metal should be used 
in the commemorativo coin celebrat- 
ing the one-hundredth anniversaries 
of six states in 1989 and 1990. 

Rep. Larry Craig, R-Idaho, said 
opposing ' camps tmvo agreed on 
minting coins of silver and palladi- 
um in honor of Idaho's silver mines 
and Montana's palladium industry. 

Metal content was the point that 
stalled legislation U> mint the coin in 
the last Congress by dividing tho 
Northwest delegation between bills 
sponsored by Craig and Montana 
Democratic Rep. Pot Williams. 

Craig, whose state accounts for 
one-four^ of the nation's silver pro- 


duction, insisted that the coins be sil- 
ver, while Williams lobbied for pallo- 
.dium. Williams' state includes the 
Stillwater Mine near .Ypllowsto.ne 
Park, the nation's sole source of pal- 
ladium, a platinum-likc metal that is 
used mostly in dentistry and elec- 
tronics. . . 

Both senators from each North- 
west centennial state have signed on 
as original cosponsors of the coin bill 
in the Senate, and a House version 
cosponsored by Craig, Williams and 
Washington Rep. Tom Foley went 
into the hopper Tuesday. Craig said 
Northwest lawmakers are generally 
united behind the new bill. 

Under it, one million $1 coins 
would be minted of 90 percent .silver 
and 10 percent alloy. Another 350,000 
in $5 coins would 1^ stamped of the. 
more expensive palladium.

Presley, who brings experience as 
a Forest Service ranger with some 
background in wildlife management 
plus a history of ranching and bat- 
tling large numbers of deer in his 
haystacks the past several years, is 
joined on the list of officers by Rod 
Thomas, Gooding, a mqjor figure in 
the slate's Pheasants Forever 
programs, os vice president, and 
Lloyd Smith, Rupert, a member of 
the Magic Rio 'Rirkey Chapter, secre- 
tary-treasurer. 

Those three will be this area's rep- 
resentation in the first statewide 
council meeting in Boise April 1 . 

The coundl is a product of the Ida- 
ho Wildlife Congress held in Boise 
last November for the purpose of 
concent rating outdoor-oriented indi- 
vtduuls and groups into areas of 
wildlife resource need in the state. 

The coundl represents wide out- 
door-oriented use groups, federal, 
state and local governmental agen- 
cies and individuals. 

Dave Hocklandcr, Gooding, public 
information oHicer for the council, 
noted that of the 16 wildlife groups 
invited, 10 sent representatives. At 
least three more groups are expect- 
ed to join in the near future. 

Hocklander said the number of 
wildlife groups in attendance was 
13, including, alternates. The. total 
number expected is 22, as outlined 
in the by-laws. Of the eight country 
representatives nominoted for the 
council, five were in attendance. The 
other three had prior engagements. 

Nine governmental agencies were 
reprc.scnted. Those agencies will be 
.served by non-voting representatives 
and provide whatever technical ex- 
pertise they can. 

A long list of concerns, running 
from stream management, hunter 
education, depredation and treaty 
rights through water quality, ^ar 
bailing, chemicals and birds plus 


predation, warmwatcr fisheries, live- 
stock-hunter relations on public- 
lands and fishing regulations were 
established os pri mary interests. 

The group specifically dedicated 
part of the year to developing a 
sound deer management plan in unit . 
45 which has had increasing depre- 
dation problems and increasing deer 
numbers despite some special 
archery and muzzlcloadcr hunts. 

■The group's primary mission is to 
serve os a public information-gather- 
ing panel and sounding board for 
grassroots input in wildlife resource 
management. It also has the mission 
of being a major spokesman for 
wildlife rights in whatever conflicts, 
might arise with other use interests. 

Members of the council are Em-, 
mett Broillier, Jerome, Ducks Unlim- 
ited; Harry W. Know, King Hill 
rancher, Elmore County Wildlife 
Club; Susan Wood Ray.

The bear killed by East was one of 11 which have 
been collared sinco 1983 in the Idaho Panhanide un- 
der a cooperative state-federal study. 


Officials consider closing winter elk range due to horn hunters 


BOZEMAN, Mont. (AP) — State 
wildlife officials have proposed clos- 
ing the northern Yellowstone winter 
range to slop people — particularly 
horn-hunters — from harassing 
weakened elk. 

The proposal, affecting public 
lands just north of Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park's north entrance at Gar- 
diner. would close the lands to the 
public until May 15. 

"People ore going up there and ha- 
rassing the hell out of the elk," said 
Don Bianchi of the state Fish. ' 
Wildlife and Parks Deportment, 
which is taking public comment on 
the proposal. 

Elk ore just now beginning to drop 
their horns. Bianchi explained, and 
horn hunters "go out and follow the 
elk around until the horns drop." 

He said that the animals arC very 
weak and that following a bull, wait- 
ing for him lo drop his horns, puts

additional stress on the bull and on 
oil the animals with him. 

"We are not against horn hunting, 
but we arc against it when the elk 
are still on winter range," Bianchi 
said. 

Most horn hunters gather antlers 
that animals lose naturally every 
spring- Their activities aro perfectly 
legal outside the park. 


However, some saw horns from 
dead elk inside Yellowstone. And in 
the past, some horn hunters haven't 
even waited for -the weather to finish 
off the animats before applying a 
hacksaw to their heads, Bianchi said. 

Marc Petroni, Gardiner district 
ranger for the U.S. Forest Service, 
said the closure was requested by 
FWP officials and it would affect ail 
users, not just horn hunters. 

"This is really a tough situation," 
Pcironi said. "We don't want to limit 
recreation but we don't want to 
.stress the elk to where recreation is 
a.s_doad!y as a bullet." 

Elk antlers fetch attractive prices. 
Bob Koezler of Pacific Hide and Fur, 
which purchases antlers, said his 
firm pays up to $5.75 a pound" for 
antlers. A gt^-sized rack can weigh 
30 pounds. 

Most eventually wind up in the 
Orient, where they arc favored in 


powder form os an aphrodisiac and a 
traditional remedy for a variety of 
ailments. 

Bianchi said »imc people wont the 
money badly enough that they don't 
wait for the elk to die. 

While it is legal to cut the horns off 
a dead elk. there have been incidcnt-s 
reported in past years when overanx- 
ious horn Hunters have sawn the 
antlers from starving animals that 
arc alive but loo weak lo stand or 
move. He added he had not heard «f 
any such incidents this year. 

"It is illegal to kill or harass any 
livc animals," Bianchi said, calling 
the removal of antlers from nearly 
dead elk harassment. He said that he 
had swn many starvin^g elk, unable 
to do more than roll their eyes, 

The animals are doomed but it is 
illegal to hasten their death. Bianchi 
indicated that his deportment has 
become aware of incidents of people

Grizzlies awaken to wildlife smorgasbord 


CASPER, Wyo. (AP) - The 
Bush administration needs more 
information on a proposal to rein- 
troduce wolves in Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park before making a deci- 
sion oniba issue, according to an 
" Interior Department official. 

But Susan Reece, acting assis- 
tant secretary for fish, wildlife and 
parks, did not say that the deci- 
sion will bo based entirely on biol- 
ogy rather than politic. 

"I think the fair reading is that 
with a new administration, we 
need an opportunity to review this 
whole issue," said Recce, quoted 
bjf the Casper Star-TWbune's 
Washington, D.C., reporter during 
a House committee hearing. 
"Whatever we do svill hove to be 
discussed with Congress." 

The Reagqn administration had 
halted plans to begin the rcintro- 
duction in responso to pressure 
from agricultural interests ond 
Wyoming's congressional delega- 
tion. 

Opponents of the plan argue 
once the wolves return to Yellow- 
stone, livestock losses will in- 
crease os the animals wander out- 
side of the park's boundaries. 

Supporters maintain that Ihc 


wolf is the only major wildlife 
component missing from 'the Yel- 
lowstone ecosystem' and bringing 
the wolves back would improve 
(he area's ecological health. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Scr: 
vice has a plan for rcintroduction 
of the wolf, but the plan has not 
been implemented. 

Frank Dunklc, outgoing Fish 
and Wildlife Service director, had 
, opposed the plan, saying the ques- 
tion required additional research, 
and new Interior -Secretary 
Manuel Lujan has not taken a 
stand on the issue. 

Recce said the Bush administra- 
tion will rely on Fish and Wildlife 
Service biologists to make its deci- 
sion on rcintroduction. 

"Any recovery plan can have 
any number of steps," she said. 
"We will depend on our biologists 
to moke a accision on a biological 
basis. Until the research is com- 
pleted, we won't know what posi- 
tion to take." 

Recce admitted that Dunklc's 
decision against rcintroduction 
was influenced by politics and she 
added that rcintroduction will not 
succeed without public support in 
the Yellowstone area,

lowstone biologists. 

In the weeks to come more elk will

Mohkeyflower scapegoat 
in decision, says botanist 


OROaNO (AP) ~ U.S. Forest Ser- 
vice o^Bs blaming a rare plant for 
blockirflir controversial logging road 
apparently wouldn’t recognize a bank 
monkeyflowcr if one grew in their 
path, a botanist says, 

The plant with flowers a Forest 
Service official described as white 
with pink stripes are actually pink 
with red dots, said botanist Robert 
Moseley of Boise. 

But he said the issue is not 
whether the Forest Service can rec- 
ognize the plant. Moseley contends 
the monkeyflowcr is being used as 
the simplified villian in a complex 
. problem. 

There's a whole other story, the 
biological divereily issue, which I 
think is getting swept under the rug 
now that the controversy is being fo- 
cused on this 3-centimeter plant," 
Moseley said. 

The raonkeyflower. a small annual 

S lant that grows to about 2 inches 
igh, is found on the slopes above the 
Aquarius roach of the Clearwater 
River’s North Fork. Forest Service of- 
ficials acknowledged Friday they in- 
tend to decide against building a con- 
troversial road because of the planus. 

The seven-mile road, which would 
cost an estimated $500,000, would 
Tnake hauling logs to Dworshnk 
Reservoir easier and less expensive 
for loggers. Umber interests see the 
road as a key to logging the North 
Fork's forests. 

Environmentolisls, however, have 
- labeled the road a boondoggle be- 
cause of its cost and because another 


roaa nas already txjcn built to the 
same spot on the resen oir. 

Scientists also say the road threat- 
ens an area that contains a unique 
group of plant species that rollwts 
the northern Rockies ancient climate 
and has lingered despite changing 
times. 

Moseley, who works as a plant 
ecologist for the Idaho Fish and 
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their dens.

Tou olwoys hove those kinds of 
problems," he said when asked about 
the tourists and photographers in- 
tent on spotting a grizzlv, "You know, 
the best thing you can do is to ti 7 to 
warn and enforce the regulations. 
And we try to keep a close monitor- 
ing — ns close as you con do on' these 
kinds of things— of the carcasses." 

This monitoring is accomplished 
through the use of a park map on 
which the carcasses' locations arc 
pinpointed. 

"And if they're in an area ... well, 
let's say in a geyser basin where 
there's a formalized trail, and there's 
any indication at all that there's a 
carcass'thcrc'nnd a bcar is using it, 
we dose the area," Coleman said, 
Tou let them (the bears) clean it up 
and then open it again. 

"We're just extra sensitive at this 
time of year to carcass availability, 
location, who's using it, where it 
might be located," he continued. "It 
also presents a problem because 
sometimes you have to remove these 


carcasses, especially in developed or- 
cas. . 

Tou don't want the animala com- 
ing into the developed arena ... be- 
cause they may become habituated to 
it. Plus, there's a lot greater chance 
they'll bo hit by an automobile or 
something like that.” 

The problem with removing car- 
casses from high-trafiic areas of, Yel- 
lowstone is thntihCTc’s-onl 3 rsoinany — 
places where they can be dropped for 
the ^ars to devour, said ([Jolcmun. 

"You're somewhat limited because 
usually you hove to get into it with a 
wheeled vchiclc^And. you_don’t .want 
to pul alt the carcasses in one place. 
Then you start to modify the behav- 
ior of that bear," he added. 'Tou'vc 
got an artificial garbage site, so to 
speak. So you try to put a carcass in 
and let it get cleaned up, and then 
put another carcass in 'some time lat- 
er. Naturally you run out of some of 
these places." 


Coeur (d'Alene salamander not so rare after all 


BOISE — In 1964, the Coour d'A- 
lene salamndcr was at the center of a 
battle between environmentalists - 
and developers of a proposed hydro!- 
electric project in norihern Idaho. 

The salamander was thought to be 
rare and the hydropower site sup- 
ported an obundance population of 
the tiny amphibians. 

’I\vo years of field surveys conduct- 
ed by Craig Groves, nongamc wildlife 
biologist for the Idaho Department of 
Fish and Game, have revealed that 


the salamander isn't os rare os first 
thought. Groves' survey, which was 
funded by voluntary contributions to 
the nongame programs on the Idah o 
income tax returns and the U.S. For- 
est Service, located over 30 previoius- 
ly unknown populations. 

Groves also determined the sala- 
mander’s po'pulations center change 
since 15 of the previously known lo- 
cations have none. 

The salamander occurs in Idaho 
from the Selway River north to the 


Game Departments natural horilage 
program, has 'Searched for the bank 
monkeyflower the past two years in 
the Clearwater National Forest of 
northern Idaho. He was contracted to 
search the proposed road's route 
while working for the Nature Conser- 
vancy. 

It was Forest Service officials who 
chose the specific plants the 
searchers would look for. 

During the search of the area thiit 
would be affected by the road, he was 
directed to look only within flnl; linils 
along possible routes. He found .IS 
groups of seven specie.s of rare planLs 
within that area, Mo.seley .said. 

But two other surveys of the Clear- 
water Nnlioniil Forest hiid also taken 
him to the North Fork and Aquarius 
areas, where he had conducted wider 
ranging searches. He had not found 
the monkeyfiower during any of 
those searches. Moseley said. 

The National Forest Management 
Act require.s the Forest Service to 
protect the diversity of plants and 
animals on national forest lands. 

'The Forest Service ha.s just boiled 
it down to one of them,' he said. 

That may be because the Forest 
Service's own regulations to protect 
rare species iire weak, he said. It also 
could be seen as an attempt to divert 
the blame for the roads demise to 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Sen'ice.

Groves cites this ;survcy as "a good 
example of how proper field surveys 
have prevented the listing of a 
species as threatened or endan- 
gered," 

Similar surveys in western -Mon- 
Ulna also have located populations of 
the salamander.

The idea behind no-fault is that ac- 
cidents arc inevitable and that, often 
■as not, who was at fault is difficult or 
impossible to determine. Under a no- 
fault plan, accident victims, collect 
their medical expenses and wage 
losses from their -oym insurance 
companies without having to make a 
claim against the other driver, which 
means a lawsuit if the other driver's 
insurer refuses to pay. 

|lo-fauU docs not deal with colli- 
sion, thcfl and other coverages. 

Some consumer groups believe an 
expansion of no-foult coverage, 
though beneficial, should await abo- 
lition of the insuranco industry's ex- 
emptions from antitrust laws, mostly 
in rate-setting, and on revision of 
state laws limiUng competition. 

The new no-fault drive comes from 
a group called "New Start" led by 
Virginia Knaucr, consumer adviser 
to presidents Nixon, Ford and Rea- 
gan. The founders were James 
Brown, director of the Center for 
Consumer Affairs at the University 
of Wisconsin at Milwaukee, and a 
longtime no-fault activist, the Rev. 
Robert J. McEwen, professor of eco- 
nomics at Qosion College.

Congress changed the rules when 
it adopted the Revenue Act of 1987, 
Under tho now rules, deductible 
tnortgage debt is divided into two 
categories; acquisition debt and 
homo equity debt. Acquisition debt is 
^mply the mortgage you incur ei- 
ther to purchase, build or substan- 
tially improve your primary or sec- 
■ ond home. This type of debt also in- 
cludes refinancings of earlier mort- 
gages. Like the acquisition debt, 
horne equity debt is secured by your 
residence, However, the proceeds 
from the loan need nnt be used to ac- 
quire, build or improve the hou.se. 

^ For your purposes, however, the 
distinction between the twetypes of 
. debts is largely irrelevant. The mlcr“ 
eat on a home equity loan is fully de- 
ductible 80 long as the loan doe.s not 
exceed $100,000 or the difference be- 
tween the fair market value of your 
home and your acquisition debt, 
whichever is less. For example, if 
the fair market value of your home 
is $140,000 and you already have n 
$70,000 mortgage on it, you may 
deduct the interest on a home equity 
loan only up to $70,000.

Custodial parent usually takes exemption 


Divorced or separutod parents 
must use special rules to decide 
whether they or their former 
spouse can claim the exemption 
for their child when they file 
their tax returns. The special 
rules for divorced or separated 
parents apply only if: 

1) Tho parents are divorced or 
legally separated under a decree 
of divorce or sepantte mtiinte- 
nance. are separated under a 
written sepanitimi tigreement, or 
lived apart at all times during 
the last six months of the year, 
tind . 

2i One or both ptirents provide 
more than half the child'.s total 
.support for the calendar year, 
and 


3) One or both parents have 
cu.stody of the child for more 
tluin half the calendar year. 

Although there are some ex- 
ceptions. the parent who has cus- 
tody of the child for most of the 
year is usually treated as the 
parent who provides more than 
half the child’s support. It does 
not matter whether the parent 
with custody has been-acluallv- 
providing more than half of the 
child’s support, 

A noncustodial parent may 
claim the exemption for the child 
if either <1 ) The custodial parent 
signs a written declara'ion that 
he or she will not claim tho ex- 
emption for the child and the 
noncu-stodial parent attaches this 


written declaration to his or her 
return, or (2) A decree or agree- 
mont executed before 1985 pro- 
vides thnt the "noncustodial par- 
ent is entitled to the exemption 
and he or she provides at least 
$G00 for the child's support dur- 
ing the year, unless the pre-1985 
decree or agreement is modified 
after 198-1 to specify that this pro- 
vision will not apply.

The father. Waller "Stevie" 
Stevens, said Wednesday the accu- 
sation was "totally ridiculou.s," It 
was contained in a 71-page brief 
filed this week with the 8lh U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appcols at St. 
Louis. 

On March 7, 1985, before Wayne 
Dumond'a trial, two masked men 
entered his'homc, bound him and 
then castrated him. 

The men never have been 
caught. 

Dumond idontifed Stevon.s. the 
former St. Francis County coro- 
ner. after seeing him in a lelovi- 
Bion interview ifi January, the 
brief said. 

During the interview, Stevens 
denied involvement in the castra- 
tion. 

"When he saw Stevens on TV, 
that was the first time ho had'ever 
seen Stevens talk or move," said 
Dumond's attorney, John Wesley 
Hall Jr. "He wrote out an affidavit 
to authorities naming Stevems as 
one of the men who castrated 
him." 

Dumond had previou-sly identi- 
fied Forrest City police officer Sta- 
cy Dye as ono of the iissailani.s af- 
ter seeing Dye during a May 198H 
hearing at Forrest City 

Dye also has denied the allega- 
tions. 


LONDON (AP) — Fossil bones of 
u plant-enting dinosaur found in 
the Antarctic prove there was a 
mild climate there 70 million years 
ago, a British scientist said Thurs- 
day. 

"Wc discovered jawbones, much 
,,of-tho-vortcbral-column-and_thc. 
fore limbs, which identify the ani- 
mal as a bird-hipped dinosaur sim- 
ilar to hypsilophodon, which has 
been found in Australia, North 
Ameren, Europe and possibly 
North Africa," said Michael Thom- 
son, a scientist who led an expedi- 
tion to the area. 

"There could not have been 
much ice or snow in the region in 
those days because the dinosaur 
was a land animal and it wouldn't 
have liked frosty nights," 

He said the dinosaur was about 
10 feet long and walked on its hind 
legs,

WASHINGTON - The oddest 
thing about Ayatollah Khomeini's 
death threat Jast ■ month against 
British author Salmon Rushdie was 
that Khomeini was alive to make it. 
After all, Wasn't KhomeTni supposed* 
ly at death's door last year? And the 
year before that? And the year before 
that?' 

One of these days, andoubtcdly, 
— Ayatollah -Ruhollflh Khoihemf^^ in 
fact going to die. But ds ho awaits 
that inevitable moincnl, the 87*year- 
old Irahlan niler milat be having a' 
laugh at the premature death notices 
that have appeared in the western 
press during tne past decade. 

Almost from the moment he took 
power in February 1979, Khomeini 
_has been portrayed in newspaper cc* 
counts as a diseasc'riddcn old man 
with only a short time to live. Specu- 
lation about the "post-Khomeini cro" 
began Just a few months after the 
start of the Khomeini era itself. For 
reporters, the' words "ailing" and 
'Khomeini" scorned to go together as 
neatly os "mercurial" and ’Gadhafi." 

Make no mistake; By every ac- 
count the ayatollah is a very sick 
man. The Central Intelligence Agen- 
.cy. believes that he has prostate can- 
cer, which has probably spread to his 
liver, in oddition to heart disease.

bad eyesight and general feebleness, 
He's probably got, at most, a few 
months to live. Orcourae, the CIA 
was saying that u year ago, but its 
nsscasment is bound to come true 
eventually. 

Before Khomeini docs finally shuf- 
fle off this mortal coil, it may be in- 
structive to take a stroll down infir- 
mity lane. A review of press reports 
that hove appeared during the past 
decade suggests cither that the aya- 


tollah has more lives than a Persian 
cat or that somebody's been pulling 
our legs. 

Khomeini's health was apparently 
none too good a decade ago when he 
returned home from exile. "His 
health was so frail o n toe dny_pf^his ' 
triumphant return to^ UHran. m 

1979, that he fainted at Mchrabad 
Airport," noted journalist Robin 
Wright in on article in The New 
Yorker last year. 

Within 0 year of taking power. 
Khomeini was said to be suftcring 
from heart ailments. 'In January 
(1980) toe traam had moved to 
Tfchran to- receive treatment for' a' 
heart condition" and he sufTcred 'a 
minor heart attack ... in the spring of 

1980, " wrote Iranian joumolist Amir 
Tahcri in his book Tlie Spirit of Al- 
lah." 

The first reports that Khomeini 
wasn't Just sick but actually dcod 
came, in 1984. United Press Interna- 
(ionnl reported on Aug. 6 that "n per- 
son claiming to be an Iranian student 
studying in the United States told 
UPI he nad heard toe Iranian Icadci' 
was dead on a 'public news broadcost 
from Ibhran monitored on short- 
wave radio."' 

An Iranian spokesman promptly 
denied the report. Out that didn’t 
stop Iran expert Shircen T. Hunter 
from opining in The New York Times 


Khomeini claims envoys humiliateid' 


TEHRAN, Iran (DPA) — Iranian 
Icador ^atollah Ruhotlah Khomeini 
said Wednesday European Communi- 
ty ambpsadors were returning to 
■ Tbhran humiliated" alter their recall 
by their countries. 

Iran's relations with Ttirkcy mean- 
while came under mounting stress 
.because of a new controversy over 
Khomeini's fundamentalist inter- 
prcalions of Islam. 

The envoys "are returning humili- 
ated, disgraced ... regretful of what 
they did," Khomeini said, comment- 
ing on a recent E.C. decision to allow 
member states to send back their 
ambassadors to Tl'hran. 

They had been recoiled u month 
ago after Khomeini ordered his fol- 
lowers to asso^sinate Salman 
Rushdie, the Indiun-born British au- 
thor of "nie Satanic Verses," a book 
Mosicm.s consider blasphemous. 

"Maybe they had not predicted 
such shame and disgrocc in the pro- 
cess of achieving their ominous aim," 
said Khomeini, who ollcgos a major 
cultural conspiracy against Islam by 
Europe's "neo-crusaders." 


The Islamic Republic News Agency 
said Khomeini meanwhile added 
weight to the strong criticism in Iran 
of the official ban on the hijab. or Is- 
lamic dress, imposed on female stu- 
dents in Turkish universities two 
weeks ago. 

"The battle against Moslem wom- 
en's hijab in educational centers is a 
diversionary move to minimize the 
glitter of the Islamic world's great de- 
fense of the honorable Prophet" 
against Rushdie's book, Khomeini 
said without mentioning 'ftirkcy by' 
name. 

Turkey's ambassador to Tl'hran 
earlier was summoned to the Foreign 
Ministry here 'to receive o protest 
and be informed that 150 Iranian 
Parliament members had called for 
downgrading relations with Ankara 
over the hijab ban. 

"In the so-called free world, democ- 
racy is when women and girls are 
forced to get rid of their hijab," 
Khomeini said. "But when we say he 
(Rushdie) insults the Prophet of Is- 
lam and should be executed accord- 
ing to the fatwa (edict) of oil Moslem 


jurisprudents, this is against free- 
dom." 

IRNA said crilirism in Iran over 
the hijab ban, ordered by the llirkish 
Constitutional Court on March 7, has 
prompted the Hirkish government to 
express its displeasure. 

Khomeini's statements were made 
in a message on the occasion of the 
birth of Imam Mohdi. the Mosiem 
messiah who Shiites believe will 
eventually come out of "hiding" to 
rule the world. 

In Abu Dhabi visiting Au.strian 
President Kurt Waldheim supported 
the widely held viewpoint that 
Rushdie's book hud deeply ofTended 
the religious feelings of Moslems but 
said Khomeini could not order the 
author's execution on this account. 

The Soudi-based, 46-nntion Islam- 
ic Conference Organization made a 
concession to Khomeini last week by- 
saying that all Moslem theologians 
ogreed that Rushdie was an apostate. 

But Saudi Foreign Minister Saud 
al-Faisal said that the statement did 
not mean any support for Khomeini's 
death edict.

6, 1986: "One Iranian analyst, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity, said 
he learned from an unimpeachable 
Ibhran source toot Khomeini, long 
ailing. auITcrcd another heart attack 
last summer." 

'Reports that Iran's Ayatollah 
Khomeini is seriously ill arc circulat- 
ing in western capitals," noted The 
Washington Post on Nov. 20, 1986. 
And The Walt Street Journal report- 
ed on Dec. !l, 1986: "Precious metals 
prices rose in a flurry of early buying 
triggered by a weaker dollar and 
widespread rumors that Iranian 
leader Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
had died." 

By 1987, toe ayatollah was report- 
edly falling apart. ABC News broad- 
cast on Jan. 12 that Khomeini “is los- 
ing the use of his legs, his eyesight is 
failing and he cannot control his bod- 
ily functions ... . Intimates fear his 


death is ji matter of days or weeks 
away." 

A brain tumor was Khomeini's 
problem, reported the French maga- 
zine L’Express in September 1987. 
Citing 'Iranian sources," the French 
ncwBweekly added that an Austrian

In ad- 
dition, the Iranian Icn(icr has diffi-', 
culty tolerating the medications he 
must toko for his ailments, which in- 
clude heart trouble, high blood pres- 
sure and poor eyesight. He is also Iw- 
licved to have undergone dialysis 
treatment, presumably for kidney 
problems. A CIA commentary added 
to the report concludes that based on 
the medical information, Ayatollah 
Khomeini will probably die within 
the next few months."
